INTERESTING CHINESE COMMENT: 


In view of the varipus statements regarding 


disougs the situation as it stands,

place to the fact that Chinn hus yet to learn how 
to haudle these capitalists, and, in tha second 
place, she ‘fails to roalize thy importance of 
oaintiining her credit in the money markets of 
the world.

| will be that the mora she borrows from foreign’ 
countrios, tho stronger becemo the Far Eastern 
hanks who nogotiatethe loans, and at the samo 
‘ime China places herself under moro ‘obliga- 
tions to forcign countries, 

Tastead of remitting home in specie what sho 
borrows, the-banks out hore-as.a rule pay her 
tho loans in, their own notes. Tho banks thom- 
selves keep the actual cash in their vaults against 
their own noto issue. Thus their position’ ig 
strougthened at the expense of China. Uf course, 
a coctain nmount of the money borrowed is
